By this I propoled not 
only to gratify my own natural curioſity, 
but to have it in my power, as I ſhould oc- 
caſionally journey from place to place, to 
give ſome relief and eaſe to poor patients, 
deſtitute of advice. And it 1s ten years 
ſince the greater part of this work was com- 
piled, for the private aſhſtance of my own 
memory,

tical order ; I have determined to commit 
it to the preſs, purely for the public benefit. 
As to Alcali and Acid, (which now breed 
ſuch difference among the Profeſſors of 
Chymiſtry) whether this or that, predomi- 
nant in the human body, is more hurtful to 
its conomy; we have here no opportunity 
of intermeddling with the, diſpute. Nor 
have we at preſent any other purpoſe, than 
faithfully to lay down certain eaſy remedies, 
partly experienced by ourſelves with happy 
ſucceſs, and partly communicated by others, 
moſt worthy of credit. We truſt there- 
fore, that this will prove an acceptable pub- 
lication to Phyſicians, Apothecaries, Sur- 
geons, and all regular Practitioners: for 
with Empirics we-profeſs to have no deal- 
ings at all. Of this we have the better hope, 
as it does not conſiſt of a pompous or far- 
fetched collection of Medicines, but of Sin- 


PLES only, which grow every where, yet 


are endued with admirable Virtues. Such 
as it is, moſt humane Reader, we entreat of 
you a favourable reception of it ; and

ä from what is ſaid in the concluſion of the 
Author's Preface, that bis publication was in- 
tended for the uſe of the Faculty: for which rea- 
ſon it was made in one of the Jearned languages, 
And the College of Phyſicians have, under the 
hands of their Preſident, Cenſors, and Regiſter, 
recommended it as ſerviceable, eſpecially to the 
younger Phyſicians, practiſing in the country, 
where the Medicines preſcribed are eafily pro- 
curable in high perfection. But this by no 
means correſponds with the original and avowed 
deſign of the compilation, which was, to admi- 
niſter relief and eaſe to poor patients deſtitute of 
advice. That ſo truly noble a deſign therefore 
may at length have its full effect, we have given 
the work in Engliþ with all proper fidelity; 
having only omitted a Preſcription or two which

ſavoured of ſuperſtition, (tho' patronized by emi- 


nent Profeſſors) and another which ſeemed wholly 


unneceſſary, and to interfere a little with Decency 
and Morality. We have added to it moreover 
large Annotations, particularly deſcribing, and 
more fully explaining, the features and proper- 
ties of moſt of the S1MPLES here preſcribed. 
But, as the original is not eaſy to be met with, 
we have, for the conveniency of the learned, 
preſerved the Latin names of Diſeaſes and Plants 
in their alphabetical order, and, for the benefix 
of others, have rendered them in the mother- 
tongue, and have annexed a GLOs8ARY or Ex- 
planation of Terms, and a GENERAL InDEx. 
So that, we conceive, nothing is now wanting 
to make it a work of general ſervice to the Pub- 
tic. And the great Names, which give a ſanction 


to the ſeveral] Preſcriptions, together with the 


ſubſcription of the College, are | ſufficient teſti- 
monials of its merit. 

There is ſomewhat exceedingly engaging in 
the Science of Botany, which is obſerved to have 
had a confiderable ſhare in the Wiſdom of Solo- 
mon. And this ſtudy has been wiſely cultivated 
ſince his time by the Orientaliſts, particularly the 
Arabians, and highly improved of late years by 
the Europeans, The laboured preparations of 
art, and the effects of nature, are very different, 
The hot and forcible productions of the Chymiſts 
9284 have

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have deſtroyed millions. In our moſt unpreju- 
diced judgment therefore, we cannot but prefer 
the method of preſcription here laid down. And 
it is to be wiſhed that. the preſent practice were 
a little more confined to the uſe of Simples: 
which are moſt beneficial in their crude ſtate, 
which are ſo kindly received into the Stomach, ſo 
benignly entertained there, ſo eaſily digeſted, and 
ſo naturally aſſimilated to the habit of the human 
body. Nor is it any ſmall recommendation of 
this part of the Materia Medica, the vegetable 
kingdom, that the food of the Antediluvians 
was limited to it ; which therefore may be con- 
ſidered as one cauſe, and that perhaps not the 
leaſt, of their Longevity. 

We have only to add, that Mr. Fohbn Cruſe, 
the Compiler of this work, was an Apothecary - 
in Town, and very eminent in his profeſſion» 
He was learned, and as well verſed in the pro- 
perties as the compoſition of Medicines, In this 
| buſineſs he was brought up under the care of 
Mr. Thomas Lee, whom he commemorates by 
the title of his moſt honoured maſter, and who 
was principally employed and depended . by 
the famous Dr. Bowles,

The farther 
the branches are from the common item, the thinner 
they are : the thickeſt ſtalk uſually equals the thick- 
neſs of an ordinury arm or leg, and the branches 
the thickneſs of a little finger.

C A tumor, proceeding from a falling out of 
the inteſtines, is termed an Enterocele. JIdem. The 
reader will eafily excuſe if we deviate from our au- 
thor's plan, ſo far as to lay before him the follow- 
ing methods of cure for this common diſorder, 

The firſt is, that of the Prior de Cabrier, which 
was purchaſed by the king of France for the good of 
the public. It is done by ſpirit of ſalt mixed with 
red wine, in a quantity ſuitable to the age of the 
patient; and thus drank for ſeven mornings faſting 
the patient remaining for four or fix hours after- 
wards without taking either victuals or drink: But 
if it ſhould not happen to agree with the ſtomach, 
then it may be taken only every other day. Fora 
child from two years to fs, the doſe is three or four 
drops in a ſpoonful or two of red wine. From fix 
years old to ten, let a dram of the ſpirit be mixed 
with a pint of wine for ſeven doſes. It1s to be con- 
tinued, if neceſſary, for a fortnight longer in the 
fame manner. From ten to fourteen years, the 
2 of the ſpirit may be increaſed to two drams, 

rom fourteen to eighteen, to two drams and a 
half: and after eighteen to five drams.

Dozglas, a celebrated ſurge- 
on, in Londen; for the diſcovery of which kin 
George the firſt gave five thouſand pounds, Furſt, 
he returned the inteſtines into the belly, then ap- 
plied a corroſive medicine about the os pubis, to 
the place where the inteſtines deſcended (and he re- 
commends oil of vitriol) in ſuch plenty that it might 
ſoon penetrate the ſkin ; for the deeper the eſchar, 
the more effectuval the remedy : therefore he orders 
it to be repeated for three or four days, that the 
ſkin may be the more corroded ; and upon every 
freſh application of the oil of vitriol, he removed 
the old eſchar, that it might penetrate the better. 
Then he dreſſed the wound with a plaiſter of para- 
celſus and oxycroceum mixed in equal parts and 
ſpread upon leather, and ſecured it with compreſſes 
, and bandages. This plaiſter alone, he affirms, is 
| ſufficient to ſeparate the eſchar, and cure the ul- 

cer. If there was any excreſcence of ſpungy fleſh, 
he ordered it to be eaten off with the lapis inferna- 
lis, The patient muſt obſerve a ſpare diet, and 
refrain from exerciſe, till the wound is cured. Af- 
ter which he lays the rupture-plaifter on the eſchar, 
and applies a proper bandage. which muſt be worn 
till the eſchar is ſtrong enough to prevent a relapſe.
